Any person, in- 
cluding the owner of the abutting Jand, 
who destroys trees or shrubs in the 
highway without a permit from the 
highway authorities is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, under this law, and is liable 
to a fine or imprisonment or both. If 
such person has not obtained the con- 
sent of the abutting property owner, in 
addition to a permit from the highway 
authorities, he is liable to the abutting 
property owner for damages,
